Further to my memorandum dated June 1 transmitting 
formal request for a report by the Psychological Strategy Board on the 
status of the psychological program, the following supplementary request 
has been received from the National Security Council staff: 
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"It is requested that the PSB status report include a 
one-page table which shows, for each of the parts of the 
psychological program, expenditures (actual or estimated) 
for each of the fiscal years 1951 through 1958 and estimated 
carry-over funds on June 30, 1953. It is suggested that the 
figures be shown in millions of dollars, to the nearest tenth. 
Totals should be shown for the whole program, noting, if nec- 
essary, that certain expenditures can not be identified."

Ion are, therefore, 
aware that the Federal Govereaeat dote not only watch with carious 
apprehension the oteadily increasing political pressure to which the 
Germans living there are subjected. Apart trm that, the steadily 
deteriorating feed supply la the Soviet occupied aone fill# the Federal 
Cover assent with grmiing anxiety. It 1» true that the events of 17 .June 
1955 have prompted the rulers of the Soviet Zone to announce, la this 
particular field, certain relaxations, hut according to infarction 
received by us. It Is extremely doubtful Aether the Ccemmist rulers 
are actually w lling, or afcla, to fulfill these prondse?. Therefore, 
the food supply of the Soviet Zorns east continue to be regarded as 
definitely endangered. 

A a it is, the Federal Govemaent la, unfortunately, amble to remove 
the political pressure weighing upon the people in the Soviet Zone. 
However, it fed# itself under es obligation to de everything is its 
power to at least protect the population free hunger as far as this 
will be possible. 

the Bundestag, tec, dealt with this question, during the last few days 
and requested the Federal G a v e ' nacat on 1 July by a resolution to take 
all possible measures to tnwi as speedily me passible an adequate 
supply of food for the distressed Soviet Zone sod See % Berlin. 

Ike federal Coverancnt, therefore, intends to make available funds on 
a large scale for food supplies to be sent to the Soviet-occupied tone. 
The churches and charitable organisations will be entrusted with the 
inplementation of this eetlon so es to ensure that these food supplies 
are used for the intended purpose. 

I should ouch appreciate it if the 85 Government, too, were prepared 
to participate in this eld motion which is la the interest of the 
entire Western world. Hay X, therefore, pose the question whether 
you would be willing to contact the competent US agencies in this 
connection.
